With respect to the statement in the Petition that Examiner Gambel has determined that the terminal disclaimer can be withdrawn, 
it is noted that the decision was granted by the Office of Petitions and that the examiner upon inquiry by the Office of Petitions had 

noted that a terminal disclaimer between the instant application USSN 08/819,669 and U.S. Patent No. 5,843,448 was not proper, if 

there no co-ownership, as stated in appellant's Petition, filed 05/02/2008. 

While appellant's Petition relied upon the assignment documents from the parent application (U.S. Patent No. 5,541,104), 
the examiner notes for the record that it appears that the USPTO assignment records with respect to U.S. Patent No. 5,843,448 
(subject of the obvious-type double patenting rejection) are not consistent / have not been updated with the Facts presented in the 
Petition (assignee on the face of U.S. Patent No. 5,843,448 is Ludwig Institute of Cancer Research versus Ludwig Institute of Cancer 
Research and Cornell Research Foundation noted in the Petition).
